N New Car Sales in Sharp 
Pick-Up on Pacific Coast 


| NEW YORK, Sept. 1.—Retail sales 

of new passenger cars on the 
Pacific Coast showed signs of a real 
pick-up in July, according to the 
complete registration returns now |} 
available from California, Washing: | 
ton and Oregon. Total new car | 
sales in the three states in July | 
amounted to 23,828, as compared | 
with 21,343 in the preceding month, | 
a gain of 11 per cent. 

Remarkable gains were made in 
Washington and Oregon in July 
over June. Registrations in Wash- 
ington amounted to 4,383, as com- | 
pared with 2,536 in the preceding 
month, a gain of 1,847 units, or 72 
per cent. 

Oregon did nearly as well as its 
neighbor to the north, with retail 
sales of 3,037, as compared with 1,- 
816 in the preceding month, an in- 
crease of 1,241, or 68 per cent. 

California’s July registrations 
practically equaled those of the pre- 


as against 16,991 in June, 
only 3 per cent. 

For the first seven months of the 
year registration of new cars in 
Washington amounted to 34,783, as 
compared with 27,204 in the corre- 
sponding period of last year, a de- 
cline of 21 per cent., this having 
been the smallest loss in either of 
the Pacific Coast states. 

Oregon’s seven months’ sales 
amounted to 16,649, as compared 
with 21,983 in the similar 1929 pe- 
riod, a loss of 24 per cent. Regis- 
trations in California for the first 
seven months of the year amounted 
to 121,651, as compared with 160,798 
in 1929, a decline of 24.4 per cent.

However, he regards this situation 
as temporary, explaining that used 
car sales usually increase several 
weeks after an upturn in new car 
sales, for the same factors usually 
affect both new and used car buy-

ing. 

Service business is spasm6dic, 
says Mr. Reeke, although on the 
average, holding its own, indicat- 


ing that old cars are being made 
to serve longer. 

“Of course I expect that next 
year’s business will be much better 
than for 1930,” says Mr. Reeke.

NDIANAPOLIS daily papers undoubtedly will drag out 

that famous headline, “Local Boy Makes Good,” now 
that W. E. Butler—we all know him as Earl—has been 
appointed Hudson distributor for Chicago and vicinity. That 
George Ade quip, “They All Come From Indiana” applied 
in Butler’s case, for it was in the Hoosier metropolis that 
Butler was inducted into the industry. 

The way it came about was this: Carl G. Fisher, then 
an important figure in automobile circles—this was before 
he put Florida on the map via Miami—bought up a dying 
automobile manufacturing concern in Indianapolis. Earl 
was an accountant then and a mighty shrewd lad, so Fisher 
turned him loose on getting rid of the orphan cars. He did 
it and he made a rep that convinced him he had a decided 
niche in the industry. So he packed up and hit the pike for 
Chicago, landing with Frank Sanders, who then had the 
Franklin—this was about 1911 or 1912—and in no time he 
had qualified as one of the best salesmen on the row, much 
as did John D. Hertz six years before, when the latter started 
working for Fred Dayton, then manager of the Columbia 
| branch. 

After that Butler’s rise was rapid. He soon hung out 
his shingle and for several years before signing with Hudson 
_he represented Reo. Now he finds himself one ofthe half- 
dozen largest distributors of motor cars of any make any- 
_where in the world, with an established normal business of 
from 10,000 to 12,000 cars a year and with approximately 
50,000 Hudson-Essex owners in the territory looked after by 
Butler Motors.

EW YORK, Sept. 1—Retail sales 

of Ford and Chevrolet com- 
mercial cars in the first six months 
of the current year held up well, 
Ford showing a loss from the cor- 


responding period of last year of 
only 4.8 per cent., and Chevrolet 
reporting a drop of only 11.6 per 
cent. In two out of the first six 
months of the year, both Ford and 
Chevrolet showed increases over the 
corresponding months of last year. 

_ Ford registrations for the first 
six months reached 104,124, as com- 
pared with 109,166 in the corres- 
ponding period of last year, while 
Chevrolet rolled up 68,703 sales this 
year, as compared with 79,964 in the 
first half of 1929. 

The aggregate retail sales of Ford 
and Chevrolet commercial cars for 
the half year reached 172,827, 
equivalent to 75.6 per cent. of the 
sales of the entire industry, as com- 
pared with 189,130, or 72 per cent. 
of the total for the corresponding 
period of last year. 

Ford’s total represented 45.6 per 
cent. of the total sales in the first 
six months of this year, as com- 
pared with 41.6 per cent. in the 
first half of 1929, while Chevrolet 
this year accounted for 30 per cent.., 
as compared with 30.4 per cent. a 
year ago. 

Ford, in June, accounted for 46.7 
per cent. of the total registrations 
for that month, as compared with 
45.5 per cent in May, 46.4 per cent.

an increase. _ 

The larger jobbing houses like the 
Schoellkopf Coripany and Ferris 
Brothers of Dallas, the Straus- 
Frank Company and the Southern 
Equipment Company of San An- 
tenio, the McDonald Auto Supply 
Company of Amarillo and _ the 
Archenhold Auto Supply Company 
of Waco, say their trade in their 
parent and branch houses, is hold- 
iug up fairly well, with the outlook 
somewhat improved. 

The collections are slower than 
usual, but the jobbers say that had 
been expected and that tney were 
pretty well prepared for it. 

The cotton crop is now being 
gathered in Texas. This crop will 
put $325,000,000 in circulation in 
the state in the next ninety days, 
and that, the automotive jobbers 
declare, will make the collections, 
as well as the sales good. 

Jobbing houses in Texas, through 
experience, have removed most of 
the slow and uncertain lines from 
their shelves, and are pushing goods 
which sell most of the _ year. 
Through that policy they have

matter of catalogue inserts has been 
received by the M. E, A. 

Edward O. Faeth, president of 
Stowe Hardware and Supply Com- 
pany, Kansas City, Mo., has for- 
warded letters to a number of the 
manufacturers they represent. The 
letter follows: 

“The problem of how best to take 
care of catalogue inserts for our 
salesmen has reached a stage where 
we are convinced that there must 
soon either be some change for the 
better, or it will be necessary that 
we leave information out of their 
catalogues that they should have. 

“We frequently check the inserts 
in our salesmen’s catalogues, and in 
noting the pages covering your line, 
we are convinced that in justice to 
your jobbing connections you should 
make the sheets less bulky by print- 
ing them on thinner stock. 

“It is not only the effect on the cat- 
alogues after these bunches of pages 
covering certain lines have been in- 
serted, but it is also a fact that 
salesmen are practically stunned by 
the volume of printed matter and 
therefore pay less attention to any 
of their mail. Carefule as we may 
be in selecting what we send them, 
twice a week they receive in their 
mail from us a bunch of stuff that 
just about floors them. 

“Some of the inserts sent us ar® 
really works of art as to color 
schemes, embossed paper and artistic 
printing, but we are convinced that 
they would very much better serve 
the purpose for which they are in-

situation is more acute. 

“Our line is mostly altogether a 
hardware line, and consequently 
there are a great number of inserts 
received from hardware manufac- 
turers but, incidentally, in bulk and 
in volume, even though hardware 
lines are very much larger, acces- 
sory line inserts are more bulky and 
more difficult to handle. As stated 
above, we are sure these inserts 
should be given more attention and 
would be productive of more orders 
if they were printed on lighter stock, 
in easily readable type and in more 
condensed form. 

“We feel that you should take 
immediate steps to reduce catalogue 
inserts as much as possible in num- 
ber, size’ and thickness and still 
retain the necessary information.”

APPLIANCES FOR N. J. 


Newark, N. J., Sept. 1.—The auto- 


|mobile safety campaign, under the 


direction of the New Jersey Auto- 
mobile Club, will be held in this city 
September 15 to 18, when a free 
test of automobiles, will be made on 
a public street, covering brakes, 
headlights, horn, mirror, wind shield 
wiper, wheel alignment and steering 
wheel play.

It also pre- 
vents the changing of oil before 
necessary by indicating the exact 
|condition of the lubricant.

Rumors are flying thick and fast 
in the industry and Wall Street is 
adding to the supply. After a com- 
paratively. quiet period, when the 
industry was fairly free from wild 
stories, the rumor factory’s output is 
setting a new record for this year. 

There is hardly a company in the 
industry that hasn't been the sub- 
ject of one or more rumors within 
the past week or so. There may ie 
truth in some of the stories but it 
is certain that there is more un- 
truth than truth in the aggregate. 

One of the features of the week 
among the passenger car stocks was 
Studebaker, with a run-up of 2% 
points to 31%. The excellent recep- 
tion given by the public to the new 
“free-wheeling” Studebaker models 
in the form of actual retail sales 
was largely responsible for the move 
in the stock of this company.

New Bevel Gear Tester 
Developed by Gleason 


j 


The Gleason Works, Rochester, 
N. Y., builders of bevel gear ma- 
chinery, have just introduced a new 
3-inch bevel gear testing machine. 

This machine was designed to test 
the running qualities of straight 
and spiral bevel “gears of the 
smaller sizes whose shafts intersect 
at 90 degrees. 

Bevel gears are tested by running 
them together in pairs or with a 
reference gear. They are tested to 
check the cutting machine for cor- 
rect set-up, which is determined 
from the tooth bearing found in the 
test. Gears are also tested after 
hardening for both tooth bearing 
and noise, and to determine if the 
heat treatment has made changes 
that must be compensated for in 
cutting. In case the gears are 
lapped. the testing machine is used 
as a final check. 

On this machine the gears can be 
tested with or without load as de- 
sired. The load can be applied 
manually by a brake operating on 
the driven spindle or can be set for 
a fixed amount.
